On October 10, 1962, I attended the Law Enforcement Week 
luncheon sponsored by the Federal Bar Association at the Southe 
Hotel, Baltimore. At the luncheon I was introduced to the com- 
plainant, Miss DOROTHY LAMOUR, at which time she informed me th 
she had some letters which she had received, which she thought 
would be of interest to the FBI or to the Postal Inspectors. I 
inquired of her the nature of the letters and she stated that 
she thought that most of them were obscene and that they came 
from an inmate of a mental hospital in California. I inquired 
her if any of them contained any threats to her or anyone else 
and she stated that she could not recall. At that time I made 
arrangements with Miss LAMOUR to examine the letters to determi 
if there was anything in the letters which would come within ou 
investigative jurisdiction. 
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On October 11, 1962, Miss LAMOUR made available eigtfli 
letters addressed to her and her mother at Beverly H ills , t£ali.forni ; 
or Hollywood, California, with the return address of | ] 

510. East Magnolia Street, Stockton State Hospital, Stockton, 
California. These letters were postmarked beginning in 4£one, .'1962, 
and the last one received was postmarked September 7, L9£2. 

Miss LAMOUR also made available an anonymous letter which was, 

| postmarked in New York City on August 20, 1962, and sent Air Mail
